The dead are: 
Louis Lecoeq and Bandini, his me­ 
ch anoia n, burned to death. 
Arthur Thurman, Washington, D. 
C., killed. 


M. Mollinaro, Thurman’ mechan­ 
ician, was seriously injured and his 
recovery is doubtful. 
His skull was 
fractured. 
Lecoeq, who was driving a Roam­ 
er Special, and Bandini, his mechan­ 
ician, were burned to a crisp when 
their car turned over and caught fire. 
I he men were pinned under thewreek- 
«age and were dead when the machine 
was lifted. 


Thurman was killed and Mollin­ 
aro, his mechanician, was seriously 
hurt when their car, a Thurman Spe­ 
cial, turned turtle as he was round­ 
ing a treacherous back turn. 
Thur­ 
man s death was nstantaneous. This 
was the first big race for Thurman. 
He was driving a car which was a 
rebuilt Dussenberg 
Paced by Lieutenant Colonel Vin­ 
cent and Eddie Reichenbaeker in a 
big green Packard, thirty-three cars 
started in tho classic at l l o’clock to­ 
day.

ince that noteable, struggle but since 
th at tinie we have heard the call of 
humanity and have answered it with 
the same unity of spirit and purpose,” 
Mr. Whitman said. 
“Twenty years 
ago we heard the call of Cuba and tile 
Philippines and went to war against 
Spain. 
That conflict lasted but a few 
months but the purpose for which we 
engaged in the struggle was accom­ 
plished. 
We answered the call of 
humanity. 
“Again in the World W ar when au ­ 
tocracy was matched against Chris­ 
tian Democracy, we heard the same 
call of humanity and four million men 
arose as one to defend our rights and 
our nation. 
Two million American 
soldiers were sent overseas, 
fifty 
thousand of them never to return, 
unite two million other American 
youths were in camps in this country 


waiting the word to sail. 
As a re­ 
sult of the terrific struggle a finer 
spirit of brother I \ love and of Chris­ 
tian freedom has developed.” 
The speaker paid a tribute to the 
American soldier- who fought and 
died in defense of the:r country, lie 
then called upon true American citi­ 
zen- to defend their nation against 
“bolshevism, red ll agism and J. W. 
Wism.” 
“Americanism is superior to 
all of the>e,” he said and will prevail. 
In closing he called for a “ rededica­ 
tion of life and a reconsecration of 
service” that the nation might do its 
full duty to its flag and to it- soldiers 
who so valiantly defended it. 
Amer­ 
ica is sound in ideals and sound in 
purpose, he said, “so let us stamp 
out 
the 
pernicious doctrines 
that 
would destroy Americanism and let 
ii- with united devotion and unity of 
purjKise uphold the integrity of this 
Republic.”
